MARQUIS.— This dignity, which is called by the Saxons 
Markin Rewe, and by the, Germans Markgrawve, took its 
original from Mark or March, which, in the language of 
the northern nations, is a limit or bound, and their office 
was to guard or govern the frontiers of a province. This 
title, which hath the next e of honour to a Duke, was 
mtroduced ſeveral years after that title had been eſtabliſhed 
in England; and the firſt on whom it was conferred was the 
great favourite of King Richard II. Robert de Vere, Earl of 
Oxford, who was created Marquis of Dublin, and by him 
plated in parliament between the Dukes and Earls. The 
creation to this dignity was with nearly the ſame ceremony 
as that of a Duke; but they are now created by patent, un- 
der the Great Seal. His coronation robes are of crimſon.

Afterwards, the number of Earls increaſing, they took their 
title from ſome eminent town or village, or even from their 
own ſeat or park; and ſome from ; families, as 
Salifbury, Peterborough, Stamford, Paulett, Cholmondeley, 
Ferrers, Waldgrave, Stanhope, Aſhburnham, &c. &c.

* BARON:—This dignity, whichis either by writor patent, 
is extremely ancient, and its original name ee 
Vavaſſour, which, by the Saxons, was changed into Thane, 
and by the Normans into Baron. Many of this rank are 
in ths be bf Faiplatid, and undoubtedly had af 
ffted; or been ſummoned to parliament ; but ſuch is the de» 
figency of public records, that the firſt precept to be Found 
is of no higher datethan the 4gth year of King Henry ITI.z 
which, although it was iſſued out in the King's name, it 
was neither by his 55550 nor by his direction; for, not 
only the King himſelf, but his ſon Prince Edward, and i 
of the nobility who ſtood loyal to him, were then priſoners in 
the hands of the rebellious Barons; having been ſo made in 
the month of May preceding, at the battle of Lewes, and 
ſo continued until the memorable battle of Eveſham, which 
happened in Auguſt the year following; when, by the hap- 
py eſcape of Prince Edward, he reſcued the King and A 
adherents out of the hands of Simon Mountfort, Earl of 
Leiceſter.
